They also reported: (1) We have 
examined the bonds of the treasurer, 
and have also submitted them to the 
town solicitor for an opinion, which 
was, that the bonds are the usual form 
of bonds in use and accepted by imuni- 
cipalities and counties in generai. 
consider it sufficient and recommend 
their acceptance. 


(2) The Sun Fire Insurance Com- 
pany has paid $500 tothe treasurer, 


amount of insurance held by the town 
on barn and stable destroyed by tire 
on Monday night, Jan. Sist. 

(3) We have examined the Collec- 
tor’s roll and find the amount of taxes 
(including premiums Dec. 3)st, 1910) to 
be $3335.47. We find the remissions 
on the waterworks plant to be $360, 
and on the canning factory S180, or 
S510 over which we have no control. 
There is due the tax collector S200, 
and advertising the waterworks by- 
law $100, overdraft at the Merchants’ 
Bank $1468.24. We owe thetElectric 
Light Commissioners $1313.37, which 
would leave only $381.86 unexpended 
at the end of Dec. Li), 

(4) Whereas theagreement with the 
Electric Light Commissioners is to 
supply lighting for the town for the 
sum of $330), we recommend that the 
sum Of oar be paid to them each 
month ttreyvwagreeing to assume the 
responsNility of the debentures and in- 
terest thereon as they fall due, 

Councillor Osborne, Chairman of the 
Fire Water and Light Committee, also 
made a report which was practically 
the same as clause four of the Finance 
Coniunittee’s report. 

The committee also recommended 
the purchase of the requirements ask- 
ed for by the fire brigade. 

One of the things asked for by the 
firemen was 301) feet of hose. Some of 
the members of the council were of the 
opinion that 500 feet should be pur- 
chased, and this part of the report was 
referred back to the committee and 
the item changed to )00 feet of hose, 
and the report was then adopted. 

This committee also recommended a 
system to beinstalled in the fire station 
for the purpose of drying hose, the 
present arrangement being of no use. 

The question of a local improvement 
by-law came up for discussion. 

Several sections of law regarding a 
by-law of this description was read by 
the clerk and the general opinion seem- 
ed to be, owing to the complicated 
state of affairs, that a local improve- 
ment by-law was unworkable in this 
municipality. 

At anyrate the question was referred 
back to the Printing and By-Laws 
Committee to make a written report 
at the next regular meeting. 

Reeve Alexander reported to the 
council that at the last session of the 
County Council that body had fixed 
the amount to be expended on county 
roads $10,000, instead of $15,000 as last 
vear, and Napanee proportion of this 
grant this year would be $420 instead 
of $630 as last year. Also that the Fi- 
nance Committee of the “county coun- 
cil had intimated that the county rate 
for 1910 would be $4 mills, which means 
that the town would have to pay 33600 
county rate instead of $3200 as last 
year. 

On motion of Councillors Waller and 
Osborne the sojicitor will be asked to 
give a written opinion on the question 
of selling the property occupied by C. 
A. Anderson{previous to the fire. 

On motion the action of the Town 
Property Committee in placing 000 
insurance on the town property re- 
cently occupied by C. A. Anderson as 
a livery stable, was 1 ratified.

This inquiry wil! notinterefere in any 
manner with the work of the engineers 
acting as a board of arbitration on 
differences of classification, but it is 
intended to discover which, if any, of 
the staff of engineers have forfeited the 
confidence of their late chief. 

Stick To His Post. 

Mr. Graham made it very clear that 
bad be been in Mr. Lumsden’s place he 
would not have resigned, but on the 
coptrary he would have found which 
of the engineers had departed from 
their instrutions, and he would have 
seen that they no longer retained their 
positions.

Thorough drainage of lands needing 
it will increase the yearly returns from 
the iand by’ about $20 per acre as 
sbown by reports of men who have 
is the salient fact 


drained. This 
brought out in Bulletin 174 just issued 
by the Departmen: of 
Toronto, entithd “Farm Underdrain- 
age: Does It Pay?” 

During the past five years the amount 
of drainage being done has doubled, 
end thorongh drainage, that is with 
lines of tile every four rods, more or 
less israpidly increasing. Many areas 
are so flat or so irregular that it is 
impossible without a surveyor’s Jevel 
to tell just what is the best way of 
draining them. For the encourage- 
ment of farmers naviog such areas the 
Ontario Agricurtural College is re- 
newing its offer of assistance in drain- 
age surveying. During the summer 
the Cullege has a special drainage staff 
engaged in this work. Anyone having 
drainage problems to solve may have 
the assistance of one of these drainage 
advisors by applying for the same. 
At the conclusion of each survey a 
public meeting is held in the field to 
discuss and demonstrate the best 
methods of finding the fall, determin- 
ing the grade, digging the ditch true 
to grade, etc. The only outlay to the 
farmer is the travelling expenses of 
one man, consisting of meals, if any, 
cariage of instuments, if any, avd 
railway fare at acent a mile each way. 
As several surveys are usually made 
ou the same trip the actual cash out- 
lay for each manis smail frequently 
being ander $1 and seldom over $2, 
though in case of an individuul survey 
in &@ remote partit might reach $5 or 
more. The farmeris also expected to 
meet the College representative at the 
station and return him to it, as well as 
accomodate him while on the survey.

The waiuspring of a watch does not 


unwind at a uniform rate, but inter. 
mittently. It is subiected to a sudden 
jerk at every ties four times per sec- 


ond for ny wateh. This makes o45,- 
GOO limes per day and over 126,000,090 
iimes per year. This operating condi 
lion is analogous to others discussed 
in Kent's “Mechanical Pocketbook” 
under the heads of "“Helation of the 
lastic Limit of endurance Under j.e- 
peated Stresses” and “Resistance 
Metals tq Repenied Shocks.” Among 
other thes jt suys: 

“Another loug known result of ex- 
perience is the fact that rupture mas 
be caused by a2 succession of shocks or 
‘inpacts none of which alone would 
be suflicient to cause it. Iron axles, 
the piston rods of steam hammers and 
other pieces of nctul subject to coniia- 
vously repeated shocks invariably 
break after a certain length of serv- 
ice. They bave ‘a life’ which is lim- 
ited.” 

Wohler found in testing iron by re- 
peated stresses (not impacts) that in 
oue case 400,000 applications of a 
stress of 500 centners to the square 
inch caused a rupture, while a similar 
bar remained sound after 48,000,000 
applications of a stress of 300 centners 
to the square inch. One centner equals 
110.2 pounds. The mainspring of a 
watch is not only under a consider- 
able tensile stress, but also under a 
bending stress when suddenly released, 
then immediately stepped by the es- 
capement mechanism. It is then prob- 
able that its molecular cohesive pow- 
er deteriorates in a taanner similar to 
those quoted.—Scientific American,

It was only yesterday, as it were, 
that the practice of dipping and 
pouring the evening’s milk intend- 
ed for factory was thought to be 
the proper and the only proper way 
ot treating it.
